PEMBROKE FIRE SWEPT 



REELFOOT LAKE 
MEN IN TOILS 



Flames Started at Noon Sunday 
Lick Up $30,000 Worth 
of Property. 



Help Sent From This City 
and By Hard Work Busi- 
ness Houses Are Saved. 



TWELVE HOUSES 

ARE DESTROYED. 



Pembroke was visited by a de- 
structive fire Sunday that for a time 
threatened the destruction of the 

. entire business section of the town. 

W~ The flames were discovered at 1 
o'clock in the roof of W. W. Eddins' 
warehouse on the L. &N. Railroad, 
in the square south of Jackson street. 
A stiff breeze was blowing and ev- 

)l erything was favorable to a general 

■ conflagration. The citizens at once 
-set to work with whatever meagre 
(•facilities they had for fighting the 
' fire and an appeal for help was sent 
to Mayor Meacham, of this city.who 
at once ordered a hose cart and a 
detail of firemen to Pembroke on 
special train. Delay was experienc- 
ed in finding the railroad officials 
with authority to act and it was not 
until 2:45 that the train, consisting 
of an engine, a flatcar with the hose 
and cart and a caboose filled < 
fire-fighters headed by Councilman 
Geo. F. Randle, of the fire commit- 
tee, steamed out for the burning 
iuwii. The run of 10 miles wbr made 
in 15 minutes and the firemen arriv- 
ed in the nick of time. During the 
1? hours that the fire had keen 
spreading it had swept the area on 
both sides of Jackson street, bound- 
ed on the west by the railroad and 
on the east by the Baptist church, 
• and the flames were being held in 
check % at the rear of a dozen stores 
fronting on the south side of Mai 
street, the principal business square 
of- the town. 

The bucket brigade directed by 
A. 0. Dority, J. S. Quarles, H. C. 
Whitlow. Ernest Jackson, Mose Le- 
vy, J. W. Cross and other officials 
and citizens, had done magnificent 
work in checking the fire at the al- 
ley back of the business houses. Wa- 
ter had to be pumped from cisterns 
and wells and at the most critical 
stage of the fire a freight train came 
in and gave up all of the water 
its tender except enough to run

Hopkinsville. This was a godsend 
when the situation seemed hopeless. 
In the meantime every resource was 
being exhausted to get an engine 
ready in this city and a light wagon 
was loaded and started by the pike 
with 500 feet of hose, but the engine 
was secured just in time and the out- 
fit with 500 feet more hose and oth 
er necessary supplies was loaded on a 
flatcar and sent as above stated. The 
firemen arrived at an opportune 
time, but had little to do. The citi- 
zens had performed almost a mira- 
cle in controlling the fire at the al- 
ley, but their water was exhausted 
and the wind had 1 isen almost to a 
gale. With plenty of hose, and con- 
nections of all sizes, a line was run 
across the railroad to the pumping 
station of the Electric Light Co. and 
the pump started up. The force was 
not sufficient to throw a stream of

Mrs. E. C. Ramsey, who was crit- 
ically ill in the residence next to the 
Baptist church, had to be removed to 
the church, where she died a few 
hours later. Her baby one week old 
was buried Saturday.

GOMPERS APPEALS TO LABORERS 
TO SUPPORT DEMOCRATIC TICKET 



Washington, Oct. 21 - By an al- 
most unanimous vote the Central 
Labor Union last night endorsed a 
letter bearing the signature of Sam- 
uel Gompers, e<planatory of the po- 
sition taken by labor in the present 
campaign. The president of the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor declares 
at length in the document "that la- 
bor, in performing a solemn duty in 
rapport of a political party, does not 
become a political party, but a par- 
tisan to a principle." 

Hardly before the secretary had 
time to finish reading the letter, 
many of the delegates were on their 
feet, asking that the union go on 
record as favoring Gompers' atti- 
tude. If there were any who held 
an opposite view they were silent, 
and the majority of the delegates 
rose and shouted "Aye" when the 
question was put to a vote. 

MB. GOMPERS' LETTER. 

In part the letter is as follows: 

You are believers in the form of 
government described by the im- 
mortal Lincoln as a government of 
the people, for the people and by the 
people. You would not be true 
Americans if you were not. This 
form of government is a govern- 
ment by law and is the direct oppo- 
site of the despotic form, which is 
government by discretion. Govern- 
ment by injunction is government 
by discretion; in other words, des-i 
potic. You would not willingly as- 1 
sist in destroying our present form j 
of government in the United States, 
and I therefore, assume that you j 
would have the issue in this cam- ) 
paign stated plainly and simply in i 
order that you may do your duty, j 

Despotic power under the ermine 
is a3 dangerous as despotic power 
under the crown. To stay its prog- 
ress some remedy must be had, and 
we therefore appealed to the Repub- 



liran Convention at Chicago and 
were given the same answer, in still 
more insulting language, if that 
were possible. We asked for bread 
and they showed us a whip, and, in 
order to be certain that the whip 
will be effective'y used, the Repub- 
lican party nominated as its stand- 
ard-bearer Mr. William H. Taft, the 
originator and specific champion of 
discretionary government; that is 
government by injunction. In pass- 
ing I may say that his nomination, 
under the circumstances, was logi- 
cal. It would have been impossible 
for the party to find a more effective 
representative of its policy. 

THE DEMOCRAT PLEDGE. 

Labor's representatives then went 
to the Democratic party. That par- 
ty made labor'e contention its own. 
It pledged its candidates for every 
office to those remedies which labor 
had already submitted to Congress. 
The standard bearer of the Demo- 
cratic party, Mr. William J. Bryan, 
entered fully into the essence of this 
struggle and declared that the real 
issue in the campaign is -'Shall the 
people rule?" 

The republican party and its can- 
didate stand for upholding and fur- 
ther extending into our c&ntry a 
despotic government vested" in the 
judiciary. The Democratic party 
and its candidate stand for govern- 
ment by law vested in the people. 

As workers and citizens we have 
our franchise. As citizens we must 
use it to protect and extend equality j 
of all men before the law and obtain 
individual liberty for all men. Fel- 
low-workers, labor calls upon you to 
be true to yourselves and to each 
other, to stand faithfully by our 
friends and elect them, oppose and 
defeat our enemies, whether they 
be candidate for President, Con- 
gress or other offices, executive, leg- 
islative or judicial.

If Taft 
carries New York he will have 
enough and eight to spare. Should 
he lose New York it would still be 
possible for him to win, but to do so 
he must carry Ohio. If New York 
goes for Taft and Bryan carries all 
the remainder of the doubtful states 
the Democratic candidate will still 
be nine votes short.

I wish to take this opportunity of 
saying a few words in regard to the 
clause which will be in the prizers' 
contract, viz: that no prizing house 
shall be allowed to receive tobacco 
on the stalk. The object of this 
clause is obvious, that is to induce 
the farmer to prepare his tobacco at 
home for the prizer. And the rea- 
son for it is clear to every thinking 
man, viz: that it is believed the far- 
mer can and will classify and pre- 
pare his tobacco at home better than 
the prizing man can, crowded and 
overrun as he become* with tobacco 
on the stalk. I believe also the far- 
mer will be more carefui as to the 
order of his tobacco. 

Plainly then the motive of the 
board of directors is entirely honest 
and directed to the good of those 
whom they represent. 

It has been intimated that some 
prizers may attempt to get around 
this clause by having as a side issue 
a stripping house, in another name 
it may be, or he will allow his farm- 
er friends to bring their tobacco to 
his stripping house and do their own 
stripping, etc. 

I wish right here and now to give 
notice to ail prizers and storage men 
that any such subterfuge, or indeed 
any instrumentality on their part to 
defeat, not the letter of this clause, 
but its obvious purpose, shall be 
taken as sufficient evidence by me 
that they are not entitled to a con- 
tract for another year, and I shall 
use my utmost endeavor to prevent 
them from getting one, and I am con- 
vinced the entire county committee 
is of the same opinion.

Cannot Be Drawn in Ohio 
Schools. 



Columbus, O., Oct. 22.— In an im- 
portant opinion rendered yesterday, 
Attorney General Wade H. Ellis 
holds that the maintenance of sepa- 
rate schools for colored pupils is il- 
legal and brings out that such a vio 
lation exists in Huron county. The 
opinion was given to the prosecuting 
attorney of that county and advises 
him that the maintenance of a sepa- 
rate school for colored pupils by a 
board of education in that county

D. C. Heath & Co. Must Pay 
Mercer County $10,000. 



Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 21. -The 
Court of Appeals, by Judge Settle, 
affrmed the judgment of the Mer- 
cer Circuit Court in the case of D.0 
Heath & Company against the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky. The jury- 
in the lower court gave a judgment 
against the book company for $10,- 
000 on its bond to furnish school 
books to Mercer county, for breach 
of contract in selling the same school 
books in Ohio cheaper than in Mer- 
cer county. In 1905 H. H. Walker, 
then County Superintendent of Mer- 
cer, brought the suit and obtained 
the judgment for $10,000, but ac- 
cepted a compromise of $2,200 upon 
agreement of the company not to ap- 
peal. In 1906, Miss Ora Adams be- 
came Superintendent in Mercer awL 
brought suit for a setting aside-^ 
the attempted compromise, and for 
payment of the full judgment. It is 
this action that the court of appeals 
sustains. It says the county atto~ 
ney had the right to enforce pa 
ment of the full judgment and that 
the amount shall be turned inj 
county school fund and not th< 
treasury.

SOVEREIGNTY OP THE STATE. 

Judge J. C. Bradford has a long 
dissertation in Friday's American 
deploring the social condition in Ten- 
nessee brought about by the deter- 
mination of certain individuals to 
have what they want, law or no law, 
yet not taking it by clear skill and 
might in broad daylight, as does a 
thoroughbred highwayman — f 
whom all the world has a certain re- 
aped— but coming at night when 
their victims are at a disadvantage, 
dazed by sleep and their courage not 
marshalled by clothing as becomes 
man, but attacked in the darkness 
all unaware of the number he must 

Judge Bradford cites the constitu 
tional and statutory power of the 
Governor of the State and gives it as 
his opinion that the acts of '93,where- 
in the Governor is made Commander- 
in-Chief of the army of Tennessee, 
empowered to order out the army 
almost at his will, is unconstitution- 
al. So are the acts of the night rid- 
ers unconstitutional, with not even 
the suggestion of statutory authori- 
ty, much less delegated power and 
implied and provided rights to ride 
rough-shod over the persons and 
property of the citizens of Tennessee 
from whom the State takes millions 
of money annually for the safety of 
life and property which the State 
guarantees but does not give. 

It would seem that the Governor 
of a sovereignty with all but the law- 
less to support him, might in a time 
cf emergency act on the statutory 
power conferred upon him by the 
representatives of the State when 
the lawless were taking things into 
their Own hands and overriding the 
laws, the people, and their property, 
bringing about a condition in Ten- 
nessee that is intolerable. In such a 
time a Governor might hang the 
whole of them and let the courts 
pass upon the constitutionality of 
the statutes and the acts of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the army of Ten- 
nessee after the law breakers were 
all out of the way. It will then be 
not so material whether the act of 
"93 is constitutional or not.— Nash- 
tille American.

HAL0S IN REAL LIFE. 

French Scientist Discovert Luminous 
R«y« Over Patients' Heads. 

As n sequel to the recent discovery 
of M. Dumas, an eminent French sa- 
vant, .that the "odor of sanctity" Is a 
scientific fact. I)r. Fere of the Bicetre 
hospital has Just published a treatise 
In which he proves that the halo or- 
dinarily attributed to saints actually 
exists In nature. He tends to prove 
that the circle of light which artists 
old and modern always represented 
about the h^ads of sacred personages 
was not ii mere matter of imagination, 
but that it really was there and la cer- 
tain circumstances could even have 
been photographed. He carefully 
points out. however, that the halo Is 
rather Indicative of certaiu patholog- 
ical conditions than of extraordinary 
morality. 

Dr. Fere, after long nnd careful in- 
vestigation, discovered that cases were 
not rare In wtiich halos appeared about 
the heads of hii patients. He cites the 
case of a neurasthenic who during a 
severe attack of brain fever projected 
from his scalp luminous rays some ten 
Inches In lensrth. The nimbus was so 
clearly marked that the physician him- 
self! mid ihe trained nurse easily dis- 
tinguished it. Another patient, prey 
to an overwhelming emotion, suddenly 
had not only his head, but his hands, 
surrounded by a peculiar orange light. 
The doctor points out that this Is very 
similar to some of the golden halos 
that old masters put about the heads 
of their saintly subjects.— Paris Cor. 
New York Times.

Hon. P. Wat Hardin spoke at the 
court house Saturday to a full house, 
many ladies turning out to hear the 
old Democratic warhorse.

Frankfort, Oct. 24.— A conference 
of the governors of -the tobacco

Pat- 
terson of Tennessee and originated 
directly from the recent outrages at 
Reelfoot Lake, Tenn. Gov. Patter- 
son in a published interview, sug- 
gested such a conference and his 
suggestion was brought to the at- 
tention of Governor Willson to-day 
by a telegram from a New York 
newspaper. A call for the confer- 
ence will probably be issued in a few 
days naming a date in November 
subsequent to the election. The 
governors of the following states 
and possibly others, will be asked to 
attend: Tennessee, Kentucky, Mis- 
i, Alabama, Mississippi. Arkan- 
sas, Ohio, Indiana and Illinois.

MACHINE PILES TIMBER. 

Planks or Beams Automatically Lifted 
to Desired Height. 

The operation of piling beams, logs, 
planks and railway ties is usually per- 
formed by hand. The piles are built up 
by successive stages. Many workmen 
are required, and the work is not free 
from danger; hence the new piling ma- 
chine or elevator Invented by Mr. Josae, 
the director of the municipal wood pav- 
ing establishment of Paris, will be 
found very useful, for It solves very 
successfully a technical problem that 
has baffled the ingenuity of more than 
one Inventor. 

The machine, which Is shown in 
operation In the accompanying photo- 
graph, consists mainly of two vertical 
triangular frames stiffened by cross 
braces. The frames ore joined to- 
gether at er.cb of the tliiVe angles by 
an arbor bearing two toothed wheels, 
which move two endless chains In ver- 
tical planes parallel to the frames. 
The chains carry at regular distances 
hooks for the reception and elevation 
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jack of the machine are two pairs of 
ncllned arms, which can be raised ver- 
tically, as the pile Increases In height, 
>y means of a winch operated by a 
tall electric motor. Two men stand 
at the foot of the machine in front 
lay the logs or beams, one by one, lu 
the hooks attached to the lifting chains. 
When the log reaehea the top of the 
machine it is tipped on to tho two 
longer hooks, which may be seen In 
advance of it. The,s» long hooks, 
which are turned In a direction oppo- 
site' to that of the lifting hooks, sup- 
port the log In its descent down the 
back of the machine until It reuches 
the Inclined arms. These anus re- 
ceive the log from the hooks, which 
continue their downward course with 
the chains, and allow U to 
tho hands of a workman stationed on 
the pile. The man passes the log to 
' his companions, who lay It In Its 
place. 

The operation of the Josse machine 
la continuous, and its employment 
makes possible a <x>n*iderable reduc- 
tion hi the working Toive.
